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ABSTRACT : 

PURPOSE: To fit a weather strip to a door sash 
easily and securely by providing an extended 
flange equipped with an engagingly-locking part of 
wide section on the door sash, providing an 
engagingly-locking groove to a weather strip, and 
fitting the locked part in locking groove from the 
room side of the door sash. 
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CONSTITUTION: A flange 14 equipped with an 
engagingly-locked part 13 of the section of 
arrowhead shape at its tip is formed on the inner 
panel 12 of a door sash 10 in an extended manner 
toward the inside of the room (in the direction of 
the arrow 1). The deepest part of an engagingly- 
locking groove 25 formed approximately in the 
middle of the side face of a weather strip 15 
outside of the room is formed in an arrowhead 
section shape in which the locked part 13 can be 
fitted. A transverse groove 26 extending in the 
direction of a door window glass 22 is provided in 
parallel on the deepest part of the locking groove 
25, allowing the locked part 13 of wide section 
form to be fitted in the locking groove part 25 
which is opened easily when it is pushingly 
pressed against the flange 14 of the door sash 10. 
This configuration facilitates the fitting work of 
the weather strip to the door sash, thereby 
eliminating any shift of the weather strip outside 
the room. 
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
